M. Gregory, of tho civil service commission, 
has just published a papor on "The American 
Civil Service S3-ateni," embodying the same 
ideas ho advanced on tho subject at tho ni 
Ing of tbo Social Science association at Sara- 
toga last fall. In this to pays tho following 
tribute to President Arthur: 


"It would, however, bo unjust not to rec- 


ognize tho influence of our honored chief 
magistrate, President Arthur, in giving tho 
law this swift and sweeping success. The 
constitution gives to the president tho power 
of appointment, and no law of congress can 
abrogate that authority. It is his right to 
make such civil rules an ho dooms wise,, 
and to impose by thorn upon himself and 
his subordinates in tho executive ot tho gov- 
ernment sues limitations to tho exercise ot 
this appointing power as ho chooses. Tho 
first, work of tho civil service commission, 
under tho law was to aid tho president, at hi3 
request, in tho preparation of rules to be pro- 
mulgated by him.

Da, Bunch aud Ony. 


BY EAEItlET B. SIIATTCCK 


Da was a 32-year-old boy, Bunch 
B 


round, rosy-cheeked girl, and Ony a lit- 
tle black pig. They all lived at Plum 
Creek—"way off out west," probably 
named "Plum Creek" because there -were 
no plums there, and no creuks either. 
Da and Bunch (whose real nanns wtve 
David aud Blanch, but who had been 
Riven these easier names by little Bunch 
herself before she could talk plainly) 
lived with their father and mother in a 
little sod house in one of the hollows of 
the rolling prairie, five miles from any 
neighborhood Ony lived with his bro- 
thers and sisters, tea in all, almost anv- 
wbera. He ran about wherever ho liked 
all day, and rested beside tho old mo- 
ther pic when night came. Hi» real 
was Ebony, because ho was black all over, 
while his brotheis and sisters were black 
and white, spotted, Ocy -was always 
clean, uud so smart and cunning that 
sometimes ho was'allowed to run about 
in the kitchen, eat corn from Bunch's 
hand, and drink the buttermilk left from 
the churning. Bnnchie had no other 


pet, 
Cor she was a poor httlo girl; so she 


made a pet of Ony, who followed her 
about erery.vhere she went—just like 
Mary's little lamb, and showed a great 
deal of affection for her, considering he 
was only a little black pig. 


The children's house was a very plea- 


sant oce, it it was built of sods. There 
were three rooms opening, one into tho 
other, all of tho same size, nicely plas- 
tered and with wooden doors. 


There was a stoyo, in which hay wa« 


burned in summer and wood in winter, 
two beds, a bureau, (in tho upper drawer 
of which was the Flam Croak postoffico), 
six chairs, a email table, tnd two skolyes 
full of dishes and tho puus for railk. 
The house was quite low, it was easy to 
throw tho farming tools upon the roof 
and get the.>n out of the way. Some- 
times the sod root looked very queer, 
all stuck over with hoo-haudles and 
rake-bandies and other kinds of handles, 
A httlo way from the house wan a sod 
cellar, a small room made by digging a 
hole in one of tho little hillocks ot the 
prairie and shaping it with sods. Hero 
the milk was set for croam, tho pork was 
salted down, and all tho food wai kept 
flicept the yellow sq"snhes,!green melons 
and the ripe oorn, which wero storol in 
the nice, oloan, wooden shads• 


Then there was the shed thatolied 


with Lay, where the three strong tarm 
horses were kept, the aod stable for tho 
cows, the little pond for tho ducks and 
the 8ty for the pigs, though only the old 
mother pig stayed in the sty, her large 
family liking butter, to trot about all over 
tha (nrm and visit the other animali. Of 
course, thero were hens, too, but they 
lived anywhere. 


Three times a week came the mail, 


brought by a tall nia_u on horseback, who 
wore a soft, wide-brimmed hat, and al- 
ways smsled pleasantly. on httlo Bunoh. 
as she stood in the door-way watching 
him. He would stay all night and go 
away next worning to Valloosa the coun- 
ty seat, carrying with him the letters and 
papers the Plumb Creek folks wanted to 
send to their friends.^ Sometimes ho 
would have as many as eight letters, and 
ho always brought a good many papers, 
for out west men and women want to 
to know all that is going on. Although 
they saw but few persona, Da and Bunch 
were not lonely. Da had plenty of work 
to do. Ho milked the cows, harnessed 
horses and took care of them, and helped 
his father about the farm.
